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BY-LAWS    OF   THE 
PACIFIC   CLUB 


MEETINGS 

1.  Oeneral  r.-ieetlngs  of  the  Club  may  be 
ordinary  or  extraordlrary. 

ANNUAL 

i2.  An  annual  general  meeting,  ot  which 
two  neeikg'  notice  shall  ibe  given,  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Tuesday  In  '  ruary  In  every 
year,  to  elect  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Auditor  and  Committee  of  Management  for 
the  ensuing  year,  to  receive  the  reports  and 
accounts  of  the  Committee  for  the  expired 
year  and  generally  to  take  into  consideration 
the  affairs  of  the  Club;  to  alter  or  amend 
any  By-Law  (wl.  *■  has  been  posted  for  10 
days  previous  to  meeting)  and  to  deal  with 
any  motion  that  may  come  before  the  meet- 
ing. 

NOMINATIONS 

3.  Any  two  or  more  persons  desiring  to 
nominate  members  to  fill  the  positions  of 
President,  V  -je-Presldent  or  membership  on 
the  committee  shall  send  such  name  or 
names  to  the  Secretary  at  least  ter  days  be- 
fore the  date  for  (holding  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  theq  post  the  name 
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or  names  to  nominated.  In  the  event  of  the 
membeia  (allinc  to  nominate  lufftcient  per- 
sona, the  Con  mittee  thus  elected  shall  fortli- 
wlth  elect  members  to  (ill  such  vacancies.  In 
the  event  of  no  nominations  being  handed 
to  the  Secretary,  the  President,  VIce-PresI- 
dent  and  Committee  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  Annual  General  iMeeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY 

4.  An  extraordinary  ceneral  meeting  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  any  three  Commit- 
teemen, or  by  ten  ordinary  members  to  con- 
s!d^  any  i^jecial  matter.  (Five  days'  notice 
at  least  shall  be  given,  by  being  posted  on  the 
notice  board,  of  any  extraordinary  meeting, 
and  of  the  special  matters  proposed  to  be 
considered  thereat;  also  the  names  of  the 
persons  convoking  the  extraordinary  general 
meeting  and  bringing  forward  the  special 
matter.  INo  special  matter  shall  be  brought 
forward  or  discussed  at  any  extraordinary 
meetiiw  unless  such  notice  shall  have  been 
given. 

CHAIRMAN  AND  QUORUM 

E.  At  all  general  meetings  the  chair  shall 
be  taken  by  the  President,  or  In  his  absence 
iby  the  Vice-President,  or  in  the  absence  of 
both,  iby  a  Committeeman,  or  in  the  absence 
of  ali  Commmltteemen,  then  iby  such  ordi- 
nary member  as  may  be  chosen  by  the 
meeting.  Fifteen  ordinary  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  at  any  ordinary  general  meeting; 
<but  at  any  extraordinary  general  meeting, 
or  for  disousslng  any  special  question,  not 
less  than  twenty-one  of  the  ordinary  mem- 
bers of  the  Clvtb  must  >l>e  preseit  If,  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  minutes  from  'the  hour 
of  meeting  there  shall  not  be  a  quorum  prem- 
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mt,  Uie  meeting  shall,  ipso  faqto,  atand  ad- 
journed until  that  day  week,  at  the  same 
time  and  place.  (So  buslnesk  ihall  ibe  taken 
up  at  an  adjourned  meeting  except  the  un- 
finished business  of  the  meeting  from  which 
the  adjournment  has  taken  place.  If,  at  the 
adjourned  meeting,  a  "  <orum  be  not  pres- 
ent at  the  expiration  oi  thirty  tnlnutes,  the 
meeting  shall.  Ipso  facto,  stand  adjourned 
■Ine  die. 

VOTING 

'  «.  At  any  general  meeting,  all  questions, 
except  the  winding  up  of  the  Club  or  the  al- 
teration of  any  By-Law,  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  votes.  Every  ordinary  mem- 
iber  shall  have  one  vote.  A'  general  meetings 
all  voting  shall  be  open  t  by  ballot  Any 
law  or  b.v-law  may  be  .tered  and  a  new 
law  made  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  at  any  general  meeting;  but  the  wind- 
ing up  of  the  Club  shall  only  be  deem<«d  duly 
resolved   upon    when    a    resolution  tbat 

effect  shall  have  been  adopted  at  a  -  neral 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  majority  .-'  the 
members  present  at  such  meeting,  and  con- 
firmed by  a  like  majority  at  another  extra- 
ordinary general  meeting  to  be  convened 
for  that  purpose  not  less  than  two  weeks  nor 
more  than  five  weeks  after  the  first  adop- 
tion; but  no  dissolution  snail  take  place 
until  all  the  liabilities  ot  the  Club  are 
discharged.
